NEW ELEVATORS. 
Grain Storage Facilities of the Country to 

Be Largely Increased. 
Winnipeg, Aug. 4.—From all in- 
dications 1898S will be the banner 
elevator building year in the history of 
the Northwest. There is not an 
elevator company in the city that will 
not add to its storage facilities along 


every branch line in the province. 
Prominent among the new elevators 
will be those erected by the Northern 
Elevator company. Already ten are 
under coustruction at the following 
points: Oak RPiver, Varcoe. Petty 
piece, Cypress River, La Salle, Star-, 
buck, Elm Creek, Somerset, Swan 
Lake, and Union Point. Each of 


these will have a capacity of 30,000 


bushels, and a few others will be 
erected later on in the season. When 
those mentioned are completed the 
Northern Elevator Co. will have 102 
elevators in the province and 
Territories. Zesides the five to be 


built for the Lake of the Woods Co., 
Mr. E. J. O'Reilly has abort completed 
an ¢levator for the Richardson Grain 
Co, of Kingston, at Sydney, to replace 
the one destroyed last winter. The 
Manitoba Grain Co. will also erect a 
number, and it is understood the Do- 
minion Elevator Co. will add to their 


storage capacity. Lready Love & 
Tyron will spend about $5,0000 in 


erecting clevators at thirteen or four- 
teen provincial and Territorial points.
